INTRODUCTION. 


A Census of the three Provisions! Districts of the North-West Territoriès was 
taken under authority of the Census Act, assented to on the IstMay, 1885 (48 Vio., 
Cap. HL) 


As regards population, &c., it is a statement of facts existing on the 24 th day 
of August, 1885, while ali inforhiation relpting to the Census yé'ar is for the tîfelve 
months immediatelÿpreceding that day. % yf ' I 

The de jure system was adopted for the enumeratioiwSf the population. 

The ennmerating officers consisted of thretTComprissioiiers and one Assistant 
Commissioner whose duties- were, generally, to superintend the preliminary 
arrangements and to instrnct the enumerators, severally appointed for each 
district, there being 28 enumerators and 4 commissioners or, 32 in aîL 


.Mr, Dayton, the Statistical officer, represented the Department and instracted 
the commissioners on the ground. , 

fiaoh ennmerating officer was furnished with a Manual of Instruction and! 
Modal Schedule, as a guide in making the entries. ' .. j 

The énumération schedules were five in number,' as follows J 

Schedule 1 — Nominal retum of the living , contaiping 19 columna for the inser¬ 
tion of the answers to the questions on the following subjeots: Beaidences, names^ 
sexes, âges, birth places, religions, origins or nation alities, professions, married, or 
widowed, state of éducation, and, lastly, infirmities, as deaf and'dumb, blindand of 
hnsound of mind. 


Sohedtjle 2— Public Institutions and Industrial Establishments , containing 20 
columns, showing the nature of the institution and the number of inmates; the 
ünd of industrial establishment, capital invested, number of hands employed, 
wages paid, the value of raw materiâl and articles manufiactured and their value.

Schedule 4—Containing 30 columns relating to' Live Stock, Animal Products, 
Pur bearmg Animais and Pelts.

These Cenaus schedules were to be, and bave been, filled up by the enumera- 
tors going.in person, from house to house, within the limit of the sub-distriet or 

• division thereof assigned to- him. 

The column8.of Table I headed “Temporary Dwellings ” refer to temporary 

• dwellings as vessels, .shanties, tents and wigwams, There was only one vessel 
inhabited on 24th Angust, 1885. The words Shanties, Wigwams and Tents are 
intended to dénoté the temporary dwellings of the Indian population, on their 
•several reserves, and of the temporary lodges of the wandering or nomadic Indians.

Details in referèncè to the occupations of the people are further supplemented 
undér the head of Industrial Establishments at Table XIX ; but of course there 
càn bé no conoïse agreement betwéen the- two ,statemonts ; the one giving thé 
number of hahds employé! at the.severa.1 industries, it may be a week or a month : 
or a year, the other giving the occupation to whîch he devotes the principal part

of his time. As regards the female population it must be borne in mind tbat tiie 
énumération does not prétend to give the occupations of ail, but only as far âs 
they are engaged separately as heads of famibes, servants, &o.

-tion. It will/be noticed that under the aub-heading “Total occupied”, Albert» 
shows the largest quantity occupied, but the smallest cnltivated ; the explanation 
is that it is here where the great ranches are situated. Assiniboia cornes nearer 
Alberta in occupied lands, but in cnltivated lands it has about ten times the 
quantity, iho one being the cattle feeding district and the other the wheatgrowing 
•district.

_ Fars and Pelts. 1 Much difficulty was experîenced in colleoting thé materîals 
'for this table, nor is it supposed that they hâve been reported wîth absolut» 
-accuracy. In other censnses that hâve beën taken, the quantifies bavé always 
-been obtained from the “huniers,” but in this instance that rule was departed from, 
because of the impossibility of obtaining the information from many .of thelndiahs 
and then on the other hand we could not be sure that they had not been twice 
reported, that is, once by the Indians who sold to the* traders and again by the 
traders to whom we were oompelled to resort for information. It may be in this 
waÿ that the. thirtÿ six buffalos are reported, they having been killed by résident 
Indians but outside of either of the provisional districts and reported by residents;

It was deemed advisablo ià départ from the ordinary way of enumerating 
ÿeople, in regard of indians ; the objections to sa oh a course wero several, the 
primary one being the difüculties in regard to Janguages which was insurmountable ‘ t 
iesides there.is an excellent anthorily for stating that an atfempt to enumerate the 
ladians in the regular manner would tend to excite them ; that theÿ would not 
nnderstand the real objeet and would be snre to altribute it to a wrong and perhaps 
a mischievous motive, so that the only way was deemed to be to call in the aid of 
the . different agents, who hâve a record of ail Indians receiving supplies andtreaty 
payments from the Government. „ 

It may here be remarked that most of these Indians are heathens and mahy 
Jhave several wives, but in the agents’ : 'books these are nôt so olassed but, with the 
exception of one to each Indian, are put.down as so many heads of families, some- 
iimes with children and are called widows. Some of these squaws hâve either 
3eft or been dispensed with by the Indians aftèr years of cohabitation, sometimes, 
taking their children and thus making a separate family. We thus found many 
znarhed as widows whom we knew were not widows but wives, but neither agent. 
®or any one else conld say whose wife.
